Hassan Tatanaki: In April 201 0, BU helped to make introductions for certain Libyan nongovernmental organization officials 
and university representatives at universities across the U.S. As part of this process, BU arranged discussions with 
university representatives to discuss the possibility of forming joint degree programs with Libyan institutions, creating 
student exchange opportunities, promoting research collaboration between professors, and in general increasing 
programmatic cooperation between institutes of higher education in Libya and the United States. We also assisted with 
certain political activities as fully described in the answer to Question 1 2.

Hassan Tatanaki: We wrote and distributed press advisories and press releases in conjunction with President Muammar 
Qaddafi's address to the World Affairs Council in Washington, DC, on April 26, 2010, conducted via satellite from Libya. As 
part of our duties, we attended the speech and took notes in order to create the press release, coordinated with private 
and university photographers to ensure distribution of event photographs, and drafted, edited, and distributed a press 
release regarding the speech to both U.S. and international media outlets. 

The Loomba Foundation: We assisted the Loomba Foundation with introducing its campaign for U.N. recognition of 
International Widows Day to the U.N. Missions and presenting the Secretary General with its research study book which 
described its findings regarding widows. This visit included a gala dinner on June 22 highlighting the plight of widows 
around the world, and featured speeches by Mr. Loomba and Mrs. Cherie Blair. Guests included 1 1 ambassadors to the 
United Nations, one archbishop and two First Secretaries. We also arranged for meetings with five members of the U.N. 
Security Council with Mrs. Blair to discuss International Widows Day. Those members who met with Mrs. Blair are: H.E. 
Nicolas de Riviere, Deputy Permanent Representative of France; H.E. Mr. Vitaly I. Churkin of Russia; H.E. Mr. Emmanuel 
Issoze-Ngbndet of Gabon; H.E. Rick Barton, Representative to the U.N. Economic and Social Council (ECOSOC) of the U.S.; 
and H.E. Mrs. U. Joy Ogwu of Nigeria.

The Loomba Foundation: We assisted the Loomba Foundation with introducing its campaign for 
U.N. Recognition of International Widows Day to the U.N. Missions and presenting the 
Secretary General with its research study book which described its findings regarding widows. 
This work is fully described in the answer to Question 12. As part of this effort, we assisted the 
Loomba Foundation with developing its organization by helping to develop a mission statement 
and creating an itinerary for a New York visit by Raj Loomba and Mrs. Cherie Blair with the 
Loomba Foundation. We also developed a media advisory and press release about the event, and 
scheduled interviews and editorial board meetings as part of this event. Peter Brown, partner of 
BLJ, held a dinner at his residence with members of the media on June 21, 2010 to help promote 
the Loomba Foundation's work and International Widows Day. 

China-U.S. Exchange Foundation: We arranged for third party spokespeople to speak on behalf 
of the China-U.S. Exchange Foundation in order to develop and foster a community of like- 
minded experts on U.S.-China relations. BLJ sent a daily media monitoring report to the client. 
We also arranged for media campaigns in national and local U.S. sources, focusing on particular 
areas that can benefit from U.S. cooperation with China, including art, environment, sports, 
business, education, security and technology. We also organized and staffed journalist site visits 
to China for reporters focusing on international business, foreign policy and cultural issues and 
for journalism students. We also arranged for former U.S. congressmen to visit China, and 
helped CUSEF to redesign its website. 

State of Qatar: We assisted the State of Qatar's embassy in the U.S. with media relations after 
one of its diplomats was detained after smoking on an in-flight passenger airplane. As part of 
this work, we crafted a press release for Qatar's Ambassador to the U.S., developed talking 
points for use in press interviews, and worked with our media contacts in order to assist the State 
of Qatar with its press relations in response to the incident. 

Qatar 2022 Bid Committee: We assisted with Qatar's 2022 bid by reaching out to our media 
contacts, developing press releases for use in the U.S. and abroad, creating and promoting special 
events, and developing media monitoring services for the client. 
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
